With only a 
handful of delegates, the South 
would not be worth fighting for, 
but with many it will be. Hitchcock 
handled the Southern states for 
Taft in 1912 and made a very com- 
plete job of it. 

The new apportionment means 
1110 delegates in the convention. 
There were 984 in 1920.
